operation will coincide with the 
Board of Higher Education try 
ing to implement intrastate co- 
operation under the guidelines 
of Master Plan Phase UI; one. 
of the aims of Phase III is the

“We must move ahead with 
new kinds of delivery patterns 
for the '70s,"" Holderman com- 
mented. 

He said a Board of Higher 
Education task force on imple- 
mentation of a collegiate com- 
mon market is expected to re 
port on the structure, programs 
and delivery systems of the 
common market in several 
months. 

“There Is a general feel- 
ing among universities that 
what is theirs is theirs 
alone,” Holderman said. 
“We're not out to take away 
autonomy; we don’t want 
every university to be like 
everyone else, The colle- 
giate common market will 
mean autonomy, not same- 
ness.” 

He added that-one of the 
guidelines being used by the 
task foree is that each in 
stitution should have “spe- 
cial missions,” a departure 
from the notion “‘that each 
university should be all 
things to all men.”

the state department of reve- 
nue, 

The suits now before the 
court to appoint a bank to 
serve as trustee for the refunds, 
which the bank would make dl- 
rectly to the purchaser on ap 
plication, 

‘Under present regutations, 
the consumer paid the tax 
to the dealer who paid it 
to the state, and the state 

department of revenue can 
only make a refund to the 

who made the pay- 
ment. This means the con- 
sumer cannot apply direct. 
ly for his refund, but the 
claim instead must be filed 
by the dealer, who then 
reimburses the consumer, 

If the bank trustee idea is 
approved, “Ice said, the con- 
sumer will actually lose some 
money in the process, and will 
not get back 100 per cent of the 
excess tax he paid, as he would 
if the dealer files a claim and 
gets a refund from the state. 

Since no fund was created at 
the time the excise tax was ap- 
plied, to handle such refunds, 
the only way money for the 
purpose can be obtained now, 
Tce said, will be to sell credit 
memoranda to the bank or 
Danks named trustee. 

‘These, in turn, will sell the 
credit memoranda to a pur- 
chaser such as a large store, 
which could use them to pay 
their sales taxes. 

However, such a credit mem- 
orandum must be discounted in 
order to sell, Ice said, and this 
loss between face value and 
sale price will be passed on, on 
a pro-rated basis, to the con- 
sumer through his refund, 

The consumer will lose again, 
Ice said, in that trustee fees, 
lawyer fees and other incident- 
al costs of the program will be 
deducted from the amounts re- 
funded to the original.automo- 


tive_purchaser. 

Ice stressed that this sit- 
wation applies only to per 
sons who bought their cars 
in Mlingis and paid the 
state sales tax to the dealer, 
A purchaser buying his car 
in another state, who paid 
his sales tax directly to the 
state, can’ merely file & 
claim and get his full re 
fund, he said,

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Tragic Death ts the Final Drug Fatality 


Long before the tragic death of 19-year 
old Danny Creek, it was clear that drug abuse 
existed in the Quad-Cities (along with nearly 
every other community). 

But the waste of the adult years of his life, 
and all the potential they held, has shocked and 
saddened local residente—and given them deep 
er awareness of the shatteringly serious nature 
of the drag problem, 

As our article related, “Young people can 
not know their future, But a chilling glimpse of 
what can befall those who experiment with 
drugs was, provided by a tragedy in, Granite 
City..." 

Recognizing the impact that the news of 
his death could have on readers of all ages, his 
family authorized publication of the photograph 
showing him aa he was found—"'asleep” on the 
living room carpet of an apartment on East 
23rd Street. 

We join them in the hope that his passing 
will be the last drug-related fatality: 

. * . * 

When we learned of the Feb. 23 occurs 
rence in which two young men were found un- 
conscious, with one later pronounced dead, our 
thoughts went back to a talk to the Madison 
Rotary Club several years ago by Demos Nich- 
olas of the Madison County sheriff's staff. 

He and other law enforcement officers 
were in the process of learning all they could 
about the new menace, And he had’ become 
convinced that the drug challenge was too 
complex to be fully resolved if young people 
insisted on gambling with their health and lives. 

His valid point was that so many everyday 
substances onal be converted to drug abuse 
that it was impossible to ban all the possible 
hazards and then successfully enforce the ban, 

In testimony Feb. 25 at a hearing of the 
National Commission on Marijuana and Drag 
Abuse, Myles J. Ambrose, special assistant at- 
torney general for the new U. S, Office of Drug 
Abuse Law Enforcement, took a similar stand. 
There is no actual way to shut off all harmful 
drugs at their source, he maintained. 

If these local and county authorities are 
right, it would seem that the best hope of com- 
bating drug abuse and addiction is the realiza- 
tion among prospective users that it is a “bad 
scene. 

Once students and other young people dedi- 
cate themselves to stamping out the drug evil, 
it will cease to exist in anything like ite present

City-Town Sewer Cooperation is Revived 


Construction of additional sanitary sewers 
is important to the Chouteau-Nai i- Venice 
Townships area, and Granite City is under 
orders to upgrade from primary to secondary 
sewage treatment, For many months it ap- 
peated that these circumstances would lead to a 
Farmonious, economical combining of projects. 

February proved to be a month in which 
a full turnabout took place, 

On Feb, 3, the Press-Record disclosed that 
the townships, in implementing Madison Coun- 
ty's firat unincorpora area sewer installation 
program, were considering connecting not to 
Granite City but to the East Side Levee and San- 
itary -District’s Lansdowne sewage treatment 
plant near National City, 

Some Mitchell area residenta balked at this 
change and blamed Chouteau Supervisor 
Sparks; they fought him in the County Board 
primary election and he lost by a close margin 
to a South Roxana man, 

the meantime, consulting engineers for 
Granite City’s treatment program were instruct- 
ed to mark time in planning the interceptor 
lines necessary to link township sewers to the 
Granite City system. 

Later in the month, « second look was tak- 
en and interceptors were restored to the Gran- 
ite City proposal. 

Then, announcement that the Miles Labor- 
atories corn milling plant will close March 
sent the planners back to their drawing boards, 
Since the Miles plant provides about half of the 
present treatment volume, .it may be that the 
scope of secondary treatment will have to be 
revised substantially. 

If the overall cost can be reduced, and if 
it is unnecessary to connect with a treatment 
plant in another county, there may be consider- 
able public backing for city-township-county 
sewer cooperation. As again was demonstrated 
in the Mitchell balloting Feb. 8, Quad-Cityans 
would rather not deal with the. present bi-coun- 
ty levee district and its numerous‘ governing and 
administrative difficulties,
